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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1 999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ichiyama et 
al.(U.S 5,373,190). 

4. Ichiyama (Fig 1 ) discloses a semiconductor chip package comprising a chip (1 ) 
conductive leads (8) electrically connected to and extending over a surface of the chip, 
a continuous body of insulating encapsulating material (4, via epoxy) covering at least a 
portion of the chip and the body of the encapsulating material fully encapsulating the 
conductive leads (8) except for the immediate point of contact with the electrodes (13) 
where the encapsulating material is necessarily displaced to allow the electrode to 
contact the lead, with the electrode each having a first portion disposed in the 
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encapsulating material and contacting a conductive lead and a second portion 
protruding from the encapsulating material. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ichiyama in combination with Ehata (JP591 48352). 

8. Ichiyama discloses the elements stated in paragraph 4 and further said chip 
having in the alternative bond pads (8) with conductive leads (10) attached to the 
insulating material, wherein each lead is electrically connected to and extending over 
the bond pad, but does not appear to explicitly disclose that the electrodes are solder 
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balls having a first portion disposed in the encapsulating material and contacting a 
conductive lead, and a second portion protruding from the encapsulating material. 

9. However, Ehata (Fig 1d) utilizes an electrode solder ball. 

1 0. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to form the electrode 
of Ichiyama as solder balls in order to provide electrodes as taught by Ehata (English 
Constitution). 

Response to Arguments 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments file May 27, 2003 have been fully considered but is not 
persuasive. Applicant contends that the prior art leads are not elongated and do not 
extend from near the center the chip out past the edge of the chip. Because the 
limitations argued by applicant are not in claim 19, the argument is deemed moot. The 
ordinary plain meaning of a lead extending over a chip, which is recited in the claim, 
encompasses in scope, merely a lead spread over certain distance that covers a portion 
of the chip; Ichiyama clearly shows those features. 

12. As for applicants arguments that bond pad, leads and electrodes are mutually 
exclusive, a showing by applicant in its drawings that terminals, leads and electrodes 
are separate components or highlighting that Ichiyama refers to item 8 as an electrode 
is not persuasive in establishing that the terms are mutually exclusive. It is accepted 
that applicants can be there own lexicographer, thus a patent or application that calls a 
lead an electrode or bond pad does not establish that they are mutually exclusive, 
unless applicant has given the term special meaning beyond their ordinary use. A 
special definition can only be established when the specification states the meaning that 
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a term in the claim is intended to have, In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 13 USPQ2d 1320 
(Fed. Cir. 1989), which applicant has failed to do. As previously stated, bond pads, 
electrodes and leads are all merely conductive paths and therefore are not mutually 
exclusive, absent a special meaning defined by applicant.
